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Hotbed for new homes 


A LEADING law firm is predicting that West and South 
Dorset will become a “hotbed” for new development and 
is strengthening its property division ahead of national 
planning reforms. 

Battens, with branches in Dorchester and Weymouth,

are predicting a large rise in the number of planning ap¬ 
plications once the National Planning Policy Framework 
and the Localism Bill gets the green light. 

The firm’s chairman David Stephens said: “The signs 
are that this is already beginning to happen with propos¬ 
als and appeals in the pipeline that could benefit from re¬ 
form of the planning system.” 

The Government is currently consulting on proposals 
to reform the planning system with a presumption in 
favour of “sustainable development”. 

This could lead to the near automatic grant of planning 
permission where local development plans are out of date 
which could open up sites for development where plan¬ 
ning permission would have been refused in the past, 
smoothing the process for applications such as the pro¬ 
posed £50 million care village for over-55s at Bincleaves. 

Mr Stephens added: “There is a real conflict between 
the NPPF and the localism agenda which is designed to 
allow local communities to shape development where 
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they live. The Government has stressed that the new pre¬ 
sumption will trump localism, so the outcome of appli¬ 
cations will be harder than ever to predict. Obtaining the 
best professional advice will be more important than 
ever.” 

Battens, which represents developers and private 
clients across the region, has boosted its property division 
ahead of the changes and it is now organised into teams 
providing services in relation to planning, the environ¬ 
ment, property transactions, and property dispute resolu¬ 
tion. 

More protests 

The re-organisation sees Ceri Stephens head up the 
Property Dispute Resolution team. Ms Stephens is a dis¬ 
pute resolution solicitor who is also an experienced plan¬ 
ning lawyer. 

Mr Stephens added: ‘The NPPF will mean that there’s 
much more scope for discussion with councils about 
which developments are and are not acceptable. 

“As more sites are opened up for development, we may 
also see more green and environmental protests taking 
place. More high profile issues could see developers and 
local communities taking up opposing positions. 

“More positively, it could see communities and devel¬ 
opers working together, for example to provide afford¬ 
able housing and proper civic facilities. 

“In the agricultural sector, it will be possible for farm 
diversification to be more actively promoted, enabling 
farmers to make the best use of their land in a way con¬ 
sistent with sustaining the environment for the future.” 

♦ WEST Dorset has come out top in a table of the ten- 
least affordable rural areas. 

A report from the Natoonal Housing Association says 
the average house price in West Dorset is now £256,332, 
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eight times the average household income of £31,992. 

The cost of housing in West Dorset is blamed on the 
“River Cottage effect” - people wanting to move to the 
area for the good life, as promoted by TV celebrity chef 
Hugh Fearnley Whittingstall.

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ARTIST Richard Butterworth talks to the View 
from this week about his life, career and his cur¬ 
rent exhibition. 

Throughout October Richard will be exhibiting 
at Fuggles Gallery at Mangerton Mill. The exhibit 
features a mixture of work, old and new, with 
highlights including Richard's take on Bridport, 
West Bay and the Jurassic Coast. 

In a busy career Richard has studied Graphic Art 
at the Winchester School of Art, been a TV Art Di¬ 
rector, exhibited in various galleries in London 
and Dublin, as well as being included in collec¬ 
tions in the United States, Holland and Spain. 

Richard has spent large parts of his life living in 
Spain and in 1987, he was commissioned by the 
Junta of Andalucia's Council of Tourism to paint 
14 posters of the major Andalucian cities, such as 
Seville, Granada, Cadiz and Almeria. Richard re¬ 
turned to England in 1996 and subsequently 
moved to Scotland, but in 2006 he returned to 
Bridport. 

Richard continues to paint daily in many medi¬ 
ums such as gouache, oil, watercolour and met¬ 
als. 


■ WHAT is the theme of your current exhibition? 

It’s rather a load of mothballs really. We put in some 
pretty old work, which was very geometrical ethnic 
work, which I did while living around Cordoba and 
Granada, but most of it is more recent work. I’ve been 
really enjoying doing paintings of Bridport and West 
Bay. 

■ WHEN did you first realise you were an artist? 

Well either before I was born or very close to it. That’s 
rather a difficult question. I began to realise that I wasn’t 
much good at anything else. You’ve got to have a lan¬ 
guage and for me it wasn’t reading books or writing 
them, it was visual forms like stmcture, shape and colour, 
that really made a big impression on me. 

■ HAVE you always been a creative person? 

Very much so, although it blossomed later on. It wasn’t 
until after Art College in Winchester that I realised there 
was much more to it than I knew before and I became 
more mature in my work and created some reasonably 
good pictures. 

■ ARE you inspired by architecture? 

I was when I was working for the Spanish government, 
because I had to refer to it. If you are asked to do a com¬ 



posite of Cadiz or Seville for instance then you’ve got to 
take in what’s there, you can’t invent anything so you’re 
pretty stuck. 


■ HOW did you become a television Art Director? 

I started off in television years back, fresh from art col¬ 
lege. I worked for Rediffusion Television in the art de¬ 
partment initially but I found the work was rather 
repetitive so I moved to Southern Television where I was 
Art Director. That was nice because I’m very fond of 
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boats and the coast. From there I went on to Irish televi¬ 
sion, which of course was my home. From there I even¬ 
tually had to go back to Spain, because I’d had enough of 
wearing suits and ties. 

■ WHAT does the role of an Art Director in TV in¬ 
volve? 

Well you’ve got to promote programmes mainly, and 
there are a lot of staff involved to help you do that. Of 
course, being a naughty boy, I liked to give myself the 
best work. 

■ DID you find that tested your artistic skills? 

Oh yes, anything for a challenge. It was great fun. You’ve 
got to get all the information together and then find some¬ 
thing that gives it an atmosphere. Photographs in those 
days didn’t give you much atmosphere and so you had to 
invent that in whatever way you could. 

■ IS this a good time of year to exhibit? 

I don’t know what is a good time of year at the moment 
because we are in a bit of a problem financially. It’s pretty 
tough for us artists because the last thought people will 
have is to buy a painting. People need to buy food and 
pay for their houses, they get involved with more serious 
matters perhaps. 

■ WHAT do you think of the arts scene in Bridport? 

It’s pretty going here I must admit. Years ago it wasn’t 
but now we are scoring a few points here I think, but 
money of course is the problem.

Fire authorities are pleased 
with reduction in house fires 


ACCIDENTAL dwelling fires (ADF) 
in Dorset have significantly re¬ 
duced compared to the same 
quarter last year, the third consec¬ 
utive quarter that Dorset Fire and 
Rescue Service has seen a reduc¬ 
tion. 

The trend was reported at the 
latest Dorset Fire Authority meet¬ 
ing held lastweekto considerthe 
service's quarterly monitoring re¬ 
port (QMR) for the first quarter, 
April 1st to June 30th of this year, 
where there were no accidental 
dwelling fire fatalities. 

Chief Fire Officer, Darran Gunter, 
said:"I am extremely pleased with 
the outcomes of today's quarterly 
monitoring report. 

"The report shows that our ef¬ 
forts to educate our at risk and 
vulnerable communities is start¬ 
ing to have a positive effect. We 
cannot and will not let up in our 
pursuit to make the communities 
of Dorset safe from fire." 

Although a number of areas re¬ 
quire additional focus and atten¬ 
tion, longer term trends 
measured from 2005 onwards, 
continue to show improvement. 

The authority agreed to con¬ 
duct a second residents'survey to 
establish trends across the county 
as part of the DFRS's Community 
Safety Plan 2012-2017, the docu¬ 
ment which sets out the strategic 
priorities. 


The survey asked users and res¬ 
idents of Dorset on funding issues 
to ensure that the level of council 
tax maintains the current stan¬ 
dard of service delivery. 

Chairman Cllr Rebecca Knox 
said: "I am really pleased the Fire 
Authority has continued to agree 
the strategic direction of Dorset 
Fire and Rescue Service. 

"It is, once again, important to 
us to explain to our residents how 
we are funded and how we pro¬ 
vide a high quality service to the 
communities of Dorset. 

"It is also vital to us to explain 
the potential impact of budget 
reductions to Dorset Fire and Res¬ 


cue Service and more importantly 
engage our communities on the 
fire and rescue service they re¬ 
quire and are willing to pay for." 

Members also considered the 
impact of the introduction of the 
Community Infrastructure Levy 
(CIL), a new locally set charge 
which can be applied to most 
new development to help fund 
infrastructure changes, and 
agreed to press local authorities 
for DFRS to receive contributions 
from CIL to make sure that it can 
continue to provide the right bal¬ 
ance of prevention, protection 
and response services to new and 
changing communities.

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Age Uk help reclaim £2million in benefits

AGE UK Dorchester has 
been celebrating helping 
older people to claim over 
£2million of benefits for 
which they were entitled 
with a reception for 
trustees, volunteers and 
staff at their headquarters 
at Rowan Cottage, Dorch¬ 
ester. 

Age Concern Dorchester 
as it was formally known, 
began helping older people 
in 2003 through their Wel¬ 
fare Benefits Team, and by 


January 2009 had success¬ 
fully claimed £1 million. 
The advisors are all volun¬ 
teers and work from home, 
and since then have dou¬ 
bled in number to 23, and 
in July this year celebrated 
claiming another £1 mil¬ 
lion in just two and a half 
years, an incredible feat 
despite losing funding 
from Age UK for the proj¬ 
ect. 


Although affiliated to 
Age UK since March, 
legal requirements had de¬ 
layed the rebranding until 
last Saturday when it offi¬ 
cially became Age UK 
Dorchester. Under its new 
title, Dorchester will cover 
a wider area providing 
services across West and 
North Dorset, Purbeck, 
and Weymouth and Port¬ 
land, in partnership with 


many of the local Age 
Concerns in those areas. 

The date also coincided 
with Older People’s Day 
making it a triple celebra¬ 
tion at which Lord and 
Lady Lellowes of West 
Stafford were invited to cut 
a cake and make presenta¬ 
tions to two of the staff for 
their work in achieving the 
benefits savings. 

Peter Lindsley, Head of 
Information and Advice 
under which the Welfare 
Benefits Team work, 
briefly outlined how the 
feat had been achieved, be¬ 
fore Lady Emma Lellowes 
presented bouquets to Jan¬ 
ice Webb, who despite 
being part time has worked 
tirelessly in much of her 
own time to co-ordinate 
the team and enabled the 
development of the serv¬ 
ice, and Rosemary Love- 
grove who is a volunteer 
co-ordinator. 

Phoebe Lawrence (14) 
daughter of Chief Officer 
of Age UK Dorchester Di 
Lawrence in turn presented 
Lady Lellowes with a bou¬ 
quet. 

Lord Julian Lellowes said 
he was amazed at how 
much money had been 
claimed by such a small 
number of workers, and 
congratulated all on their 
giving of time and hard 
work.

Radio station celebrates 45 years

AT 7.45pm on September 30th 1966, 
a broadcast went out from a tiny attic 
in what is now the Dorchester Con¬ 
servative Club in South Walks. 

Introduced by Colonel Weld, at the 
time the Mayor, and Lord Lieutenant 
of Dorset, this was the first of a once- 
weekly programme for patients at 
Dorset County Hospital and featured 
an hour of music piped to the hospi¬ 
tal in Princes Street via a landline. 
And it was in this tiny studio, with 
little if any room to manoeuvre, that 
the forerunner of Ridgeway Radio 
was born. 

In 1968 the service moved into a 
studio at the hospital site, where the 
DJs continued to operate their re¬ 
quest show for an hour every Thurs¬ 
day night, and the rest is history. 

Formerly West Dorset Hospital 
Radio, Ridgeway Radio is run by a 
team of volunteers who include pre¬ 
senters, technicians and ward visi¬ 
tors. 

Winning national radio awards in 
1999 and 2000, it is supported by the 
hospital’s League of Friends and is 
there for patients 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week. 

“Broadcasting for local people by 
local people”, it provides a radio 
service exclusively for patients and 
staff at Dorset County Hospital and 
creates a link to the outside world 
through items of local goings-on and 
live outside broadcasts. These in¬ 
clude Dorchester Carnival, the 
Dorset County Show, and the Lions 
Fun Run, as well as countless con¬ 
certs from venues such as the Bor¬ 
ough Gardens and St Mary’s 
Church. 


Friendly chat and record requests 
go a long way to making a hospital 
stay more bearable and the young 
are not forgotten either. 

The Kingfisher Zone is specially 
for young listeners and plays modern 
music as well as Disney songs and 
nursery rhymes. Competitions are a 
regular feature on a Wednesday and 
there are prizes for the lucky win¬ 
ners. 

Ridgeway Radio celebrated its 45th 
anniversary with a special broadcast 


of North, South, East, West, a pro¬ 
gramme of people, places, and 
events. They took listeners on a jour¬ 
ney through 45 years of memories, 
with music from different decades 
and studio guests giving their own 
outstanding memories of the early 
days. 

Events from the last 45 years were 
given an airing, and audio diary clips 
from the sound library gave a won¬ 
derful insight into programmes from 
the past.

THE year is rapidly com¬ 
ing to a close and with it 
we see a host of noisy 
celebrations. First comes 
spooky Halloween, then 
explosive Guy Fawkes, 
bright Diwali, festive 
Thanksgiving and Christ¬ 
mas then noisy New 
Year.

So ask 
your vet for help to pre¬ 
pare for these occasions 
as no-one wants to have 
to sedate their pets 
throughout the party 
season as it's not fair on 
them!

IN CASE you hadn't noticed that October has come around again al¬ 
ready here is a poem by Edward Thomas. 

OCTOBER 

The green elm with the one great bough of gold 
Lets leaves into the grass slip, one by one, - 
The short hill grass, the mushrooms small milk-white, 

Harebell and scabious and tormentil, 

That blackberry and gorse, in dew and sun, 

Bow down to; and the wind travels too light 
To shake the fallen birch leaves from the fern; 

The gossamers wander at their own will. 

At heavier steps than birds' the squirrels scold. 

The rich scene has grown fresh again and new 
As Spring and to the touch is not more cool 
Than it is warm to the gaze; and now I might 
As happy be as earth is beautiful, 

Were I some other or with earth could turn 
In alternation of violet and rose, 

Harebell and snowdrop, at their season due, 

And gorse that has no time not to be gay. 

But if this be not happiness, - who knows? 

Some day I shall think this a happy day, 

And this mood by the name of melancholy 
Shall no more blackened and obscured be. 

Our next poem was written by Patrick Kavanagh, who was born in the 
month of Octobe, in 1904, in County Monaghan, where he worked for 
many years on the family farm. Later, the Dublin Literary Society would 
refer to him as'That Monaghan Boy". In 1955 he survived the removal 
of a cancerous lung but died in Dublin of bronchitis in 1967. 

OCTOBER 

0 leafy yellowness you create for me 

A world that was and now is poised above time, 

I do not need to puzzle out Eternity 
As I walk this arboreal street on the edge of a town. 

The breeze, too, even the temperature 


And pattern of movement, is precisely the same 
As broke my heart for youth passing. Now I am sure 
Of something. Something will be mine wherever I am. 

I want to throw myself on the public street without caring 
For anything but the prayering that the earth offers. 

It is October over all my life and the light is staring 
As it caught me once in a plantation by the fox coverts. 

A man is ploughing ground for winter wheat 
And my nineteen years weigh heavily on my feet. 

This final verse is by Charlotte Turner Smith (1749-1806) who became 
famous when her Elegiac Sonnets were published. She had written 
them in 1783 while she was incarcerated in a debtor's prison with her 
husband and children. William Wordsworth said of her that she was a 
poet "to whom English verse is under greater obligations than are 
likely to be either acknowledged or remembered". 

WRITTEN IN OCTOBER 

The blasts of Autumn as they scatter round 
The faded foliage of another year, 

And muttering many a sad and solemn sound, 

Drive the pale fragments o'er the stubble sere, 

Are well attuned to my dejected mood; 

(Ah! better far than airs that breathe of Spring!) 

While the high rooks, that hoarsely clamouring 
Seek in black phalanx the half-leafless wood, 

I rather hear, than the enraptured lay 
Harmonious, and of Love and Pleasure born, 

Which from the golden furze, or flowering thorn 
Awakes the Shepherd in the ides of May;

What colour is 
your dream car? 

NEARLY 60 per cent of motorists are driving cars in 
colours they don't like according to a recent survey 
by Manheim Auctions. 

Black was clearly the preferred colour with 31% of 
men and 30% of women respondents claiming it to 
be their favourite colour but interestingly only 14% 
of men and 12% of women actually drove a black car. 

The second favourite colour, silver was driven by 
25% of men and 24% of women while in third place 
men preferred blue with women opting for red. 

The survey also revealed that even though black 
was the favourite colour throughout Great Britain, 
silver cars dominated on the roads except in East An¬ 
glia, the South West and Yorkshire and Humberside 
where there were more blue cars on the road than 
any other colour. 

Although there is an ever increasing number of 
white cars on the road today, only 6% of respon¬ 
dents favoured the colour with just 4% actually driv¬ 
ing one. 

Craig Mailey, Marketing Director, Manheim Auc¬ 
tions said: "Colours are an important factor when 
cars come to auction. Certain colours such as black, 
silver and blue, especially metallic, can add value to 
a vehicle. Non standard, or vivid colours may seem 
like a good idea at the time but second-hand values 
may suffer as these are not favoured by used car 
dealers because the pool of buyers likely to be inter¬ 
ested in these colours is that much smaller." 

The survey was conducted by One Poll in August 
2011 with 3,000 respondents.

Vickers then turned on the boo-boys who 
have help create the unrest within the club by 
saying: "When I took the job here the negativ¬ 


ity that seems to permeate this area was all 
consuming but myself, Phil and Shaun Hearn 
changed that and things became more posi¬ 
tive. 

"But people have short memories and they 
heap what they deem is pressure on me, but I 
don't mind taking it. 

"But I won't allow it to be aimed at my team 
because they work hard. 

Nothing aggrieves me more than losing foot¬ 
ball matches - it's in my blood." 

"I have been fortunate to play for some good 
clubs and win far more games than I've lost, 
yet people question my tactical knowledge. 

"Andy Harris and I have played 600 or so 
games apiece at a good level, and Phil Simkin 
has thousands of games behind him so we 
know the game. 

"I know the supporters deserve success be¬ 
cause they have stood by us through thick and 
thin but no one wants that success more than 
me." 

Turning back to the match he added: "Let's
